braska

' Cities Must 
Combine to 


Get Cheaper Power.

Thompson told the merubeii. of the 
I>ague of Nebraska Municipalities 
Wednesday morning-. 
31 r. Thompson 


is secretzy> of the public ownership 
league of America. His, subject was 
"Hydro- ElectriC'and Sup.ertPower.He- 
vplopment." 
He 
pointed out the 


fingers thai now confront cities that 
jwu and operate their plants and the 
possibilities of meeting them. 


Mr. Thompson rapidly sketched the 


growth, of electrical power from its' 
bow a comparatively few yeais ago 
to the present time. 
He considers 


that it is still in its infamy. 
Sixty 


oer cent of the factories and of factory 
production are now operated by cur- 
rent in the United States and iu the 
province of Ontario 85 per cent. 


He declared that the small privately 


own an3 municipally owned electrical 
plant -will soon have to Rive way to 
super power. This, he considered in- 
evitable. 
Such power has developed 


so rapidly of recent years that it may 
be transmitted as far away as 400 
miles. It is quite easy to1-transmit it 
230 jniles. - He pointed out that the 
present dangers to municipal plants 
arc because they are not hooked -with 
other plants in other communities 
that greater power may be obtained at 
much smaller cost. He warned that 
unless there is ouch cooperation or 
combination 
the 
bigger 
privately- 


owned plants will cut the municipals 
out or business because they will be 
able to furnish much cheaper power, 
and when they do this they can charge 
any price they want to, because they 
will have killed municipal competition. 


Cities and towns must combine to 


obtain cheaper power. The municipal- 
ity that obtains plenty of cheap pow,er' 
for its vrants and for the wants of its 
people trill be the city that will forge 
ahead of its rivals. With municipalities 
combining -which has been done to 
great advantage in Ontario and in cer- 
tain parts of this county much cheaper 
electrical power has been obtained. In 
Ontario, for instance, the people pay 2 
to 3 cents for It while those elsewhere 
pay as high as S and 10 cents per kilo- 
wat 


Mr. Thompson said 
that 
super 


power has come to stay in the indus- 
trial world, and its cheapness depends 
on the size of the combinations formed 
by cities, towns and rural communi- 
ties. The great super power electrical 
plant under public ownership in Onto- 
rio. he described as the greatest pro- 
ject along public ownership lines.

Employes of legation at Washing- 


ton Said to Hare Furnished 


Liquor to Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Prohibi- 


tion agents and the police today 
claimed they had cut off o»e of the 
main sources of supply of choice em- 
bassy liquor, which during the last 
few munths has been "bootlegged" 
among the elite of Washington's of- 
ficial society. 


Much of this liquor was said to 


have found its way to government of- 
ficials here. It caused Representative 
TTpshaw ot Georgia to demand that 
those holding responsible government 
positions take an oath "not to lift the 
devilish cup to their lips." 


After a thoro investigation the po- 


lice have arrested John J. Lynch, who 
Is said to have admitted obtaining 
large quantities of the finest liquors 
from servants of a legation here. The 
matter has been placed in the hands 
of the prohibition bureau, which is ex- 
pected to ask the state department to 
take up the matter with the minister 
of the legation involved.

"This j 
man's report is read by at least 10,000 
commercial executives in the country, 
and he paints a picture of business flat 
on its back, and the farmer suffering 
a setback that will take him years to 
recover from.

from such a source, what is the result? 
Financial support is withdrawn and 
credit curtailed, and the whole state 
suffers. When conditions are healthy, 
there is plenty of credit for the 
Ne- 


braska farmer, as well as for other 
classes. When the machinery of war 
finance was revived to meet an emer- 
gency, $12,000,000 was loaned to farm- 
ers, to be repaid in three years. Half 
of it was voluntarily repaid 'in less 
than a year—the greatest liquidation 
made by any class of business in the 
•country. 


"The 
largest 
retail store in Ne- 


braska reported its 1922 business the 
biggest in its history. 
Does that 


promise so badly for this year. The 
man whose report is so highly re- 
garded by bueiness men makes one 
mistake by basing his conclusions on 
-wheat farming alone. As a matter of 
fact, Nebraska's wheat crop, tho the 
second largest in the country, is but 
a tenth, of its total production, and it 
is not the wheat farmer who makes 
the money, but the farmer who raises 
wheat and corn and rye and oats and 
barley, and hogs and acttle and eheep 
and poultry. The value of these pro- 
ducts increased from $150,000,000 to

that I was governor, I sent out six 
letters telling of 'conditions in the 
state, and I received hundreds of an- 
swers-from all over the country, so 
eager was big business to get encour- 
aging information from Nebraska.

OFFEE Is a flavoring that almost 
every housewife has at band, and 
that nearly everybody likes, so 


why not use It more freqijently? This 
flavoring Is cheaper than those that 
come In bottles, and may be made in 
any quantity as It is needed. The fol- 
lowing recipes wfll show various ways 
of using coffee flavoring in compara- 
tively inexpensive dessert dishes: 


Coffee Jelly. 


Dissolve hi one pint of strong, clear 


coffee, three-quarters of a pound of 
sugar. Pour a half-pint of bolllfig water 
over a half-package of powdered gela- 
tine. When this Is dissolved, pour into 
the coffee, then strain the mixture 
through damp cheesecloth stretched 
over a 
fine 
strainer into moulds 
wet with cold water. Serve the jelly 
with whipped cream. If desired, sliced 
bananas, candied cherries and sliced 


jelly, b'ut add no juicy fruits, as they 
keep the jelly from hardening properly. 


Coffee Cake. 


Cream together a half-cupful of but- 


ter and a cupful of soft brown sugar. 
Add a beaten egg and one cup each of 
molasses and strong coffee. Sift in four 
cupfuls of flour and two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, three teaspoonfuls Of 
cinnamon, and one of clccres, a pound 
and a half of seeded raisins and a half- 
pound of sliced citron dusted with a 
little flour. Mix these ingredients to- 
gether weU and bake in a. buttered pan 
on* hour. Test with a straw. Coff'S 
frosting is used with this cake. For tbe 
frosting, beat a cup of nnsalted butter 
with two and a fcalf cups of sifted con- 
fectioner's sugar and a level teaspoon- 
ful of cornstarch. When the mixture is 
smooth add enough strong coffee ex- 
tract to flavor and color It as desired. 
The extract comes in a can. 


Frensh Coffee Cake Icing. 


Mate three cake layers after the usual 
recipe. Cream together a half-pound of 


unsalted butter and three-quarters of a 
pound of sifted confectioner's sugar with 
e. level teaspoonful of cornstarch. Take 
one strong cupful of feoffee and boil it 
with a half-cupful of brown sugar until 
It Is syrupy, or five to eight minutes, 
cool It slightly, then stir slowly into the 
butter mixture until all the ingredi- 
ents are thoroughly mixed. When the 
icing is cool, it is ready to spread and 
lay on the cake. This Is a rich filling 
and frosting, and It keeps well' in a 
cool place. 


Cafe Parfait, 


Disolve a heaping tablaspoonful of 


gelatine In a quarter-cupful of cbH 
water and melt three-quarters of a cup- 
ful of sugar In two cupfuls of strong 
coffee. Beat the yolks of four eggs well, 
then add to them three-quarters of a 
cupful of sugar, and beat them again. 
Add the^coffee mixture to the eggs and 
sugar arid bofl tnem gently until they 
coat the spoon like a custard, then add 
the. gelatine, strain Into a bowl and set 
the bowl in.cold water. When the mix- 
ture is coin and beginning to thicken 
fold In two and a half cupfnls of whipped 
cream, beaten stiff, but not dry. anc1 
turn into a wet mould. Cover this tight- 
ly, putting a strip of oiled muslin around 
tlfc cover crack, then bury It in salt and 
Ice for four hours. Serve the parfalt in 
tall glasses topped with whipped cream 
and decorated with a candied cherry.

the seething current of American life.

Reality, 
on the contrary, appears to me to be 
the dominant factor in life over here; 
reality, built np, moreover, by accumu- 
lated suggestibility. 


ftrange to say, I have never had oc- 


casion in Europe to observe the enor- 
mous effect of suggestion on the na- 
tional life of a country. 
Here in 


America It ban struck me most for- 
cibly; are Americans exceptionally 
susceptible? 
Are fhelF subconscious 


minds particularly sensitive ?« It is 
quite possible. I am bound to state, 
in any case, that I have rarely met 
with such constant success in teach- 
ing patients how to get rid of their 
ailments as I have done at my Amer- 
ican clinics. Naturally, one of the 
principal reasons of this success is the 
wide publicity given to my methods 
beforehand: people read of them long 
before coming to me, and their minds 
are already fertilized by the thought 
of a cure; the thought grows into a 
belief, and by the time the patient 
reaches me the idea has been trans- 
formed thru imagination into a real- 
ity. 
The mechanism is no more com- 


plicated than that I In Europe, no 
such faith-inspiring publicity existed, 
except, perhaps, quite recently—and 
then only in a very small way. Never- 
the less. I do think Americans in gen- 
eral are more responsive to suggestion 
than French people or English. I see 
that in the solution of their National 
problems. 


For instance, I don't believe that 


any amount of suggestion would ever 
persuade my countrymen to become 
"dry!"" Yet I am told that prohibition

After Brooklyn and Pitts- 
burgh fought it out in 1900 Brooklyn 
winning, the Temple Cnp series Idea 
was abandoned. The cup was given 
to Joe McGinnity by the players. 1

-The New York Giants took the first 
cup from us In 1894 in four straight 
games. This rather took the edge off 
the enthusiasm of Baltimore fans and 
somewhat dulled the lustre of our 
capture o fthe seaosn's pennant. 


Won it Three Times. 


At that, we managed to win the 


Temple Cup the next three times, tho 
we did not win the pennant in 1897. 
Oar post-season victory took tie lime- 
light away from the championship 
Boston team just as tie Giants had 
hurt us in 1894. 
I shall never forget that first Tem- 


ple Cup series. To be sore -lhat the 
Giants finished second so z*> to get a 
chance at the cup. Jourett Heekin and 
Amos Rusie pitched every other game 
for New Tork for the last month of 
the season. Can you imagine pitch- 
ers going thru a strain like that 
in this day and time? 


Not only that, but they ' stepped 
right in and pitched all the games 
against us in the ceries, winning tie 
famous cup in four straight games, 
each wianlog two.

There isn't an> es- 
sential difference between depreciation resulting from 
oversupply of currency and that which follows the put- 
ting up of the prices of those things for which the dol- 
lar is exchanged. If this is done in the interest of big- 
ger profits. It is a glaring piece of folly. 


Observers of affairs at the state house are of the 


•pinion that Governor Bryan has been so intent on find- 
Ing something to take the place of the code that he has 
failed to take time to study its good features. He says 
that it was set up first and then an effort made to find 
enough activities to justify it.
